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ne recent Saturday, Dr. Joe 

Walz took a swim, went for a 
bike ride, and then ran for several 
miles. Not unusual for a summer 
day — except that his activities were 
nonstop for more than 12 hours 
and he was joined by thousands of 
other people. 

Walz competed in the inaugural 
2012 Aquadraat Sports Ironman 
U.S. Championship in New York 
City on Aug. 11. The triathalon 
— which took nearly eight years to 
plan — began at 7 a.m. Saturday, 
and concluded at midnight Sunday. 
Participants had up to 17 hours to 
complete the grueling endurance 
race. 

The first stage was a time-trial 
2.4-mile point-to-point swim in 
the Hudson River, followed by a 
112-mile bike course that spanned 
the cliffs of the Palisades Interstate 
Parkway on the west bank of the 
Hudson. The final leg was a 26.2- 
mile run course that crossed the 
George Washington Bridge and 
finished at 81st Street in Riverside 
Park — the heart of NYC. 

Walz, a 41-year-old Agawam 
dentist, completed the race at 7:03 
p.m. — 12 hours and three minutes 
after jumping into the Hudson 
River and almost an hour ahead 
of his goal. He ranked 130 among 
537 other competitors in the 40-44 
age group. Overall, he ranked 648 
among 2,500 participants. 

“Only about eight slots were 
given in my bracket and I would’ve

Energy-efficient idea not 
a ‘stretch’ for town 


Ofticials look at green community status

embers of Agawam’s Energy 

Commission believe there 
are many long-term benefits to the 
town and to taxpayers if Agawam 
can be designated a “green com- 
munity” by the state. 

In addition to receiving a mini- 
mum of $110,000 per year in grants 
to implement energy-savings mea- 
sures, there would be additional 
savings created by a reduction in 
the town’s energy use. 

Commission member Joel Cum- 
mings said energy cost increases 
or savings have a direct impact on 


property taxes. 
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“If energy costs go up, the 
additional money has to 
come from somewhere, 
and it’s typically taxes. 
That’s why getting green

The big stumbling block to be- 
ing designated a green community 


is convincing the city council to 
adopt a new state building code 
standard. Known as the Stretch 
Building Code, it requires builders 
to construct more energy-efficient 
buildings and has been adopted 
by more than 120 communities 
throughout the state. 


Five energy-saving criteria 

Adopting that code for Agawam 
is the only impediment to applying 
for green community status and 
receiving state money for energy- 
saving projects. The Stretch Build- 
ing Code is one of five criteria that 
the town must meet to submit its 
application. A community must 
meet all five energy-efficient cri- 
teria to be eligible for green com- 
munity status. 

The four other criteria that have 
been adopted by the town include: 
providing “as right” designated lo- 
cations for renewable/alternative 
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saturates community

Teens travel to LA for mission work

This week, from Aug. 20-26, Pastor Stephen Thee of 
Bethany Assembly of God, is leading a mission group from 
Agawam to the Los Angeles Dream Center. 

“The Dream Center is basically a giant mission in an old 
renovated hospital,” said Thee. “They have all kinds of re- 
habilitation programs there and they do all kinds of outreach 
for the Los Angeles community.” 

The small six-person team from Bethany Assembly will 
stay at the Dream Center in a special area 
devoted to teams that come to volunteer and 
work every day with a different one of their 
many ministries.

They have a street ministry for children that used 
to be called Sidewalk Sunday School, it’s almost like a vaca- 
tion bible school but outdoors on the street for kids in 1m- 
poverished areas.” 

Services every week are connected with a local house of 
worship called Angelus Temple, the former International 
Church of the Foursquare Gospel that was led by early 20th 
century Evangelist Aimee Semple-MacPherson. 

No one in the group has ever been to the Los Angeles 
Dream Center before and this will be the first missionary 
trip that Thee, the youngest pastor at Bethany Assembly, has 
ever lead. 

“This is the first trip for this young adult service group 
since I’ve been here,” said Thee. “Nightlife is the official 
title of the group and we have a wide range of ages that come 
for our contemporary-style service.” 

Thee grew up in Nebraska and Minnesota. After high 
school, he moved to Springfield, Mo., to attend college and

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seminary. His role at the Bethany is to work with the young 
adults who attend his Sunday evening service called “My 
Life”. 

Thee hopes that the teens in his group come back knowing 
they were able to participate in a ministry that has helped 
touch so many people’s lives in Los Angeles.

tion for the Garden Lady: “I grew some 
flowers specifically to dry this summer, and so far 
drying has not been successful, maybe because of 
how humid it has been. The colors aren’t holding 
up either. Do you have any sug- 
gestions?” 

Before I knew better, I hung 
flowers and herbs just about 
anywhere to dry: the porch, the 
kitchen, even in the cellar. None 
of these locations had both com- 
ponents necessary for successful 
drying, darkness and ventila- 
tion. An attic, barn loft, or even a 
closet are better options in which 
to hang your harvest. Flowers 
dried in the dark will retain their 
vivid colors very well. Make 
small bunches of fresh cut flow- 
ers, securing them with a rub- 
ber band, not string. The rubber 
band will shrink along with the

in covered boxes in a dry location for use later on. 

Often times multi-petaled flowers like roses, 
zinnias or peonies make poor candidates for air- 
drying, but great candidates for drying with silica 
gel. Put an inch or two of the crystals in the bot- 
tom of an airtight container and lay the flower 
head on top, facing up. With a 
spoon, gently pour the silica gel 
in between the petals, covering 
the entire flower by at least a half 
of an inch. Seal the container and 
place it in the dark. Use a metal 
cookie tin and you won’t have 
to worry about light infiltration 
fading your flowers. Open the tin 
and check them after twenty-four 
hours. Determining when they 
are completely dry can be tricky. 
Don’t remove them from the sil- 
ica gel crystals too soon or they 
may re-hydrate once they are 
exposed to the air. Most ought to 
be ready in two to four days. You 
can either use your dried flower 
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stems as they are drying. Hang heads immediately or store them 
them upside down and you will TURLEY PUBLICATIONS in a bit of silica gel in an airtight 
be rewarded with straight stems COLUMNIST container.

threaded through chicken wire suspended over a 
large jar or box. The petals will shrivel, but re- 
main flat. Strawflowers can simply be plucked by 
the head and dried on screens or chicken wire for 
hot-gluing later on. Within a week or so, flowers 
should be completely dry. Too keep dust-free, store 


gel generally turn out a shade or 
two darker than what they were 
fresh. 


his question came from Lisa who was in- 
spired by a beautiful bouquet of flowers she 
saw in an exhibition hall at the Hardwick 

Fair. “I absolutely have to grow gladiolus next 


summer. Do you have any tips for growing great 
glads?” 

Į also saw that bouquet of multicolored gladi- 
olus in the hall, and it sure was inspiring. For 
similar success plant your glad corms in a sunny 
spot with well-drained soil. If you wish, work in 
a sprinkling of lime and a well-balanced organic 
fertilizer prior to planting. The corms should be 
sunk to a depth of 4 inches and placed 6 inches 
apart in the row. You can stagger your plantings 
two weeks apart from one another so that all of the 
glads won’t bloom at once. From a late May plant- 
ing mine began to flower around Aug. 1 in the first 
section I planted - every second or third day one 
or two stems was ready for cutting. They blossom 
from the bottom up, and will last nearly a week in 
a vase if the water is changed regularly and spent 
flowers are removed. If you would rather enjoy 
your gladiolus in the garden and not in the vase, 
either hilling or staking will be necessary to pre- 
vent heavy stems from toppling over in the wind 
and rain. Simply “hill up” soil around the base of 
the plant to a height of 6 inches. You can also sink 
a bamboo stake into the ground behind the flower. 
To make it the least obvious, cut it to three-quarters 
the height of the flower. Tie the stem to the stake 
loosely in two locations to prevent snapping.

needed to shave off about two hours to quali- 
fy for the world championship. No small feat, 
but possible in the future,” said Walz. Quali- 
fying for the world championship also would 
have required a level of commitment to train- 
ing that he isn’t dedicated to doing... yet. 

A year in training 

“Before the race, I wrote the time of 
12:15:33 on a mirror in my bathroom. This 
was the time I thought I could achieve if I had 
a great day,’ he added. Walz was very happy 
with his 12:03 time. However, his satisfac- 
tion was short-lived when he realized how 
close he came to breaking 12 hours. 

“My finish was all I deserved and I was 
pretty pleased considering my time in the 
sport,” said Walz. He began preparing for the 
full Ironman triathlon more than a year ago 
with weight training and lots of swimming, 
biking, and running. 

He swam at the Westfield YMCA — about 
five minutes from his Southwick home. 
When the weather was good he ran and biked 
outside in Southwick and Westfield, as well 
as Connecticut. When he couldn’t train out- 
side, Walz went inside, using a treadmill and 
a spin bike — and watched hundreds of Iron- 
man videos. 

For Walz, the payoff was not the $125,000 
prize purse distributed among the top profes- 
sional male and female finishers or one of the 
75 age-group qualifying slots for the 2012 
Ironman World Championship in Kailua- 
Kona, Hawaii, in October. 

Walz, who paid a $1,500 entry fee ($600 


of which was donated to help NYC kids), 
was motivated to compete in this demanding 
competition by the love of his family — espe- 
cially his two children, Joseph, 12, and Al- 
exandra, 9 — and the many people who have 
inspired him throughout his life. 

“Hopefully, completing this race will go a 
small way toward my goal of having my kids 
realize that anything is possible,’ said the 
1988 Agawam High School graduate. 

“I want them to understand that dreams 
truly are limitless, that the principles of hard 
work, dedication, commitment, and disci- 
pline, along with love in your heart when ap- 
plied to anything in life, will yield success.” 

As a child, Walz admired the Ironman 
event and always hoped to one day compete 
in it. What added to that desire were the expe- 
riences of Dick Hoyt and his son Rick, who 
was diagnosed at birth as a spastic quadriple- 
gic with cerebral palsy. 

Since 1977 the Hoyts have competed in 
more than a thousand races, including mara- 
thons, duathons and triathlons — six of which 
were Ironman competitions. According to the 
Team Hoyt website, in the swimming stage 
of a triathlon, Dick pulls Rick in a boat with 
a bungee cord attached to a vest around his 
waist and to the front of the boat. In the bik- 
ing stage, Rick rides a special two-seater bi- 
cycle. In the running stage, Dick pushes Rick 
in a custom-made running chair. 

Dick Hoyt also delivers multimedia presen- 
tations about their participation in marathons 
and triathlons. “Amazingly, while signing up 
for some dental courses I take every year in 
Boston, I read that Dick was this year’s key-

note [speaker],” said Walz, who started his 
Agawam dental practice eight years ago. 

“I always felt their story was incredibly in- 
spiring. I was fortunate enough to meet Dick 
and thank him for his inspiration and have 
my photo taken with him.” 


Testing his limits for 140 miles 

The Hoyts were one of the driving forces for 
Walz in a competition that tested his physical 
and mental limits. The 140.6-mile Ironman 
race took place in parts of New York City and 
New Jersey, making it the most metropolitan 
environment ever to host this event. 

Walz said the location “posed some logis- 
tical challenges” typically not found in the 
Ironman races, but added that organizers did 
an excellent job coordinating Hudson River 
ferry transports so competitors could get to 
and from the transition area. 

“I was fortunate to have a great race with 
no real hitches besides extreme fatigue at 
mile 17 crossing the George Washington 
Bridge,” he said. 

However, the race itself did have some 
troubles. It was almost cancelled because of 
a massive leak about 15 miles north of NYC 
just days before the start that dumped mil- 
lions of gallons of raw sewage into the river. 
After treating the water with chlorine and 
testing it, officials allowed the race to pro- 
ceed. Then, during the swimming portion, a 
43-year old Hong Kong police officer devel- 
oped problems and died. 

“There was mention of the man experienc- 
ing distress during the swim,” said Walz. “It 
was such a sad situation. The media reported 
he had three daughters and I’m sure he took 
on this challenge to inspire them just like I 
did for my kids.” 


Pride and concern 
Walz’s wife, Kristy, who observed the race

with their children and several other family 
members, said she had “mixed feelings” as 
she watched him compete. 

“It was a mixture of excitement, admira- 
tion, and pride as well as fear,’ she said. “In 
past races, competitors have been seriously 
injured, so I was concerned for Joe’s safety, 
especially during the swim portion.” 

Despite those concerns, Kristy Walz said 
she’s proud of her husband’s determination 
to compete in the Ironman event. 

“Anyone can say they’re going to do any- 
thing. It takes a great deal of inner strength 
to actually keep your dream alive every day. 
It was amazing to see Joe’s dream come to 
life,” said the 1991 AHS graduate. 

Her husband’s dream continues to thrive 
as he pursues his regimen of swimming, bik- 
ing, running, and weight training. Next year, 
Walz plans to enter the Ironman race in Lake 
Placid or in Quebec. 

He’s also already registered for 2013 in 
NYC — if it’s still held. Organizers have sus- 
pended registration to reassess whether it is 
viable to continue the NYC Ironman race. 

Kristy Walz, who handles the bookkeeping 
and other financial details for her husband’s 
practice, said her family learned a lot dur- 
ing his journey to the Ironman competition 
— from training to recovery to nutrition. “As 
long as we’re having fun and able-bodied, 
we'll continue supporting Joe and enjoying 
the sport.” 

She added that physical fitness is “a huge 
part” of her family’s life. “Both my children 
have participated in a kid’s triathlon and they 
also enjoy running for their school track 
teams.” 

So, 1s Kristy Walz ready to join her hus- 
band in the Ironman race? “His energy and 
passion are infectious. But I’m not sure I’ve 
been bitten by the ‘Ironman bug’ just yet.”

The Music Room at the Agawam Senior 
Center was fairly well stocked with music 
in many formats and many sets of books and 
magazines, along with sheet music and song- 
books, when the new building was open.

At the time they started, O’dell’s father was 
battling cancer, but he has since passed away. 
When they decided they needed to chal- 
lenge themselves to walk farther than the 
three or four miles they were doing, the two 
decided to enter the Jimmy Fund walk. 

“She asked if ld do it with her and I 
agreed,” Ward recalled. “I called her up lat- 
er and said, ‘What exactly have we gotten 
ourselves into?” 

During the course of the last two 
months, Ward has been fervently prepar- 
ing for the Jimmy Fund walk; she down- 
loaded a training schedule from online and 
also works with a trainer at L.A. Fitness.

Pietroniro, a resident of Feeding Hills, 
has participated in the Jimmy Fund walk in 
memory of her son, Michael, who passed 
away in 2007 at 21 years old. He spent the 
last two and a half years of his life at Boston 
Children’s Hospital, where he was cared for 
by the palliative care team. 

‘Tve been walking since he passed 
away, said Pietroniro. “When he passed, I 
didn’t know what to do with myself any- 
more. I started walking and, before I knew 
it, I started running.” 

Usually in mid-spring, she slows back 
down and starts training for the Jimmy 
Fund walk. 

She’ll participate as part of Kessler’s 
Crew PACT, and the money she raises will 
be earmarked for the palliative care team of 
Boston Children’s Hospital. 

“Tve raised over $1,000 every year I 
walked,’ she said, adding that the first year 
when Michael passed away, she raised over 
$10,000. 

“It’s just amazing,” she said of the event. 
“It’s incredible to see so many people out 
there supporting people living with cancer, 
people who have survived cancer, people 
who have passed away from cancer, or — as 
in my son’s case — all the children at the 
children’s hospital who are terminally ill. 
That’s why I walk; for them.”

Ferraiolo, a sixth grade teacher at Rober- 
ta G. Doering School, also has a personal 
reason for participating in the Jimmy Fund 
walk: she walks in memory of Lexi Jagad- 
owski, a Doering fifth grader who died from 
cancer Sept. 16, 2008. 

“I saw it online and I felt that I needed 
to do something to bring awareness to can- 
cer/cancer research,” said Ferraiolo.

Crash claims life 
of Chicopee man

AGAWAM — The man injured in a mo- 
torcycle crash in Feeding Hills last week has 
died, according to a spokesperson for Bay- 
state Medical Center in Springfield. 

Aleksey Zhuk, 21, of Chicopee, was se- 
riously injured when the motorcycle he 
was operating crashed into a utility pole on 
Southwick Street (Route 57) in Feeding Hills, 
Saturday, Aug. 11. The accident happened 
around 6:45 p.m., according to police. 

Zhuk was transported by Agawam Fire 
Department paramedics to Baystate Medical 
Center where he was listed in critical condi- 
tion on Monday. 

Agawam Police Lt. Eric Gillis confirmed 
that Zhuk died Tuesday, Aug. 14, as a result 
of his injuries. 

An initial investigation into the crash by 
state and local police determined that Zhuk 
was traveling west on Southwick Street at a 
high rate of speed when the motorcycle he 
was operating collided with the utility pole. 

Other factors in the crash have not been de- 
termined, said Gillis. 

Agawam Police officers were assisted in 
their investigation by various special opera- 
tions of the Massachusetts State Police, in- 
cluding Collision Analysis and Reconstruc- 
tion and Crime Scene Services, as well as the 
office of Hampden County District Attorney 
Mark Mastroianni. 

Southwick Street — from the intersection of 
North West Street to the Southwick town line 
— was closed for nearly four hours while the 
crash was being investigated. The road was 
re-opened shortly after 10 p.m.

energy generation, research and develop- 
ment or manufacturing facilities; adopting 
an expedited application and permit process 
for energy facilities; establishing an energy 
use baseline and developing a plan to reduce 
energy use by 20 percent within five years; 
adopting a policy to purchase fuel-efficient 
vehicles. 

All but the Stretch Building Code crite- 
ria have been adopted by the council. The 
council rejected the new code by a 5-4 vote 
in 2010 — basically halting the application 
process. 

This fall there is another opportunity for 
the town to apply for green community sta- 
tus — and the Agawam Energy Commission 
plans to bring the Stretch Building Code be- 
fore the council in September for approval. 
Since adopting the code requires an ordi- 
nance change, Cummings said a minimum 
of eight “yes” votes on the 11-member coun- 
cil are needed to adopt the code. 

If the council adopts the code, the town 
will then submit its application to the De- 
partment of Energy Resources (DOER) for 
approval. 

According to Deborah Dachos, director 
of planning and community development, 
if the application is approved by DOER, the 
council must vote on the entire application 
before it can be submitted by the Oct. 31 
funding deadline. If the town doesn’t meet 
that deadline, it must wait until June 2013 to 
submit an application. 

The Stretch Building Code requires com- 
munities to adopt state standards for increas- 
ing energy efficiency in all new buildings by 
20 percent more than current standards in 
the state building code. 

Dachos, who until recently served as chair 
of the Energy Commission, said the first 
time the commission attempted to get the 
Stretch Building Code adopted, it was a new 
concept. Currently, 103 communities in the 
state have received green community status. 

Controversial criteria 

“The Stretch Code is the most controver- 

sial of the criteria which must be met for

green community status,’ she said. “It now 
has been tested by many communities and 
is working. Not being the ‘first guy on the 
block’ should help our chances with the 
council.” 

Cummings, who is expected to be named 
commission chair in September, said coun- 
cilors who voted against adopting the Stretch 
Building Code felt the requirement would 
cause too much of a negative economic im- 
pact on general contractors because it would 
require them to buy some new equipment 
and to become recertified to meet the stan- 
dards. 

Jill Messick, the commission’s interim 
chair for the past two months, said she be- 
lieves the main reason council members 
rejected the Stretch Building Code the last 
time it was brought before them was because 
of an underlying aversion to government in- 
terference in business. 

“Unfortunately, the point was not made 
strongly enough that had Agawam adopted 
the Stretch Building Code, the town would 
have received approximately $225,000 for 
its proposed projects, and already would 
have realized about $50,000 in energy sav- 
ings,’ she said. 

A former city councilor for four years, 
Messick, along with councilors Cecilia Cala- 
brese and Gina Letellier, sponsored a change 
in the town ordinance in 2009 to establish 
the Energy Commission. The commission’s 
task is to identify, develop, implement, and 
manage programs and policies that achieve 
high levels of energy efficiencies and re- 
source sustainability. 

Messick said the Stretch Building Code 
standard that the council rejected two years 
ago became part of the state building code 
this past July 1. 

“So, we are ‘doing’ the Stretch Building 
Code now, without having gained any finan- 
cial benefit from it. I hope that the council 
will make a wiser choice when it is brought 
before them again,’ she said. 


Focusing on council concerns 

At a strategic planning meeting in early 
August the commission discussed ideas to 
help improve the chances of 
the Stretch Building Code 
being approved. 

Jim Barry, DOER Western 
Mass. green communities co- 
ordinator, also attended the 
meeting. He addressed some 
of the concerns regarding the 
costs to builders and hom- 
eowners related to the new 
code. 

He said that the average 
cost to inspect a new house 
to ensure it meets the stricter 
energy efficiency standards 
is about $900 — not sev- 
eral thousand dollars. Barry 
added that 121 communities

throughout the state have already adopted 
the new building code. 

“We haven’t heard from any of those com- 
munities that there has been a negative reac- 
tion to the Stretch Building Code,” he said. 
“Clearly, it hasn’t been a huge failure.” 

While the lower inspection fee cited by 
Barry might help change some votes on the 
council, Cummings asked Barry if the town 
could incorporate into its green community 
grant application funding to help contractors 
who need to buy new equipment and to off- 
set other costs for builders and homeowners 
associated with implementing the Stretch 
Building Code. 

“It would be a nice option to offer this. 
Then, there would be no additional cost to 
the town, the builder, or the homeowner,” 
said Cummings. 

Barry said it would be legal to do that as 
part of the grant. In fact, he told the commis- 
sion members that the city of Worcester had 
already done this, so the precedent has been 
set. However, he added that Worcester had 
“given away zero” money because it did not 
see any requests. Now it is trying to repur- 
pose the money for other energy projects. 

Joint workshop planned 

Commission member and city councilor 
Robert Rossi suggested that the commission 
meet with the city council members prior to 
any formal action on the Stretch Building 
Code to find out more about their concerns. 
He recommended contacting council Presi- 
dent Christopher Johnson to schedule a joint 
workshop to discuss the issue informally 
with no votes taken. 
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“I think we might get it passed this time,” 
said Rossi. 

According to Messick, the Stretch Build- 
ing Code is currently being revised and will 
be offered again as an incentive to further 
energy savings and to protect consumers 
who want to purchase extremely energy ef- 
ficient homes. 

“Agawam has two choices: adopt the code 
early and get a large sum of money for do- 
ing so, or reject it again and have to comply 
later for free,’ she said. “Also, if Agawam 
is designated a green community, it will be 
eligible for not only an initial grant, but for 
yearly grants as long as the program contin- 
ues.” 

The other benefit to the town would come 
in the form of long-term energy savings. “For 
instance, replacing traffic street lights with 
LED lights might cost $100,000, but save 
$40,000 in energy and reduced maintenance 
costs per year over the next 10 years. That’s 
a savings of $300,000. Money not spent on 
purchasing energy can be spent to improve 
the town’s services and amenities.” 

Cummings said he thinks the commis- 
sion’s chances of getting the Stretch Build- 
ing Code adopted are better this year. He 
said the joint workshop with the council to 
review it together would allow the commis- 
sion to “pitch our case in a more controlled 
atmosphere.” 

In addition to Cummings, Dachos, Mes- 
sick, and Rossi, other members of the com- 
mission include Jay Berger, Cecilia Cala- 
brese, James Cichetti, Chris Golba, Howard 
Safford, Nick Urbinati, and Roger Kupec.

Toast English muf- 
fins before frying egg whites with leftover 
vegetables and shredded cheddar cheese.

Hydrate with 
water and don’t forget fruits or a few hand- 
fuls of crackers, cold cereal, air-popped pop- 
corn and trail mix for energy. 

Winning post-game snacks for your 
teen to help recover energy are peanut but- 
ter sandwiches, bananas with almonds and 
chocolate milk. Citrus fruits, Taylor notes, 
also helps to mend muscles. 

“Even though some of us love to cook, 
sometimes we’re too busy today to prepare 
an entire meal from scratch,’ said Macey. 
“Check out recipes on boxes and get creative.

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Changes coming to MIAA alignments 


Fourth division to be added

MONSON - The landscape of high school basketball in 
Western Massachusetts will be changing during the next 
couple of years. 

This past May, the Massachusetts Interscholastic Athletic 
Association (MIAA) state basketball committee voted in fa- 
vor of creating a new division for both boys and girls basket- 
ball teams in both Western and Central Mass. 

There have been four divisions in Eastern Mass. for many 
years. The North sectional champion and the South sectional 
champion would play each other to decide the state champi- 
onship. Under the new guidelines, the winner of that game 
will be facing the winner of the Division 4 state semifinal 
game between the Western and Central Mass. champions in 
order to determine the state champion beginning in 2013-14 
season. 

All of the other MIAA sports are also scheduled to be re- 
aligned as well this fall. 

“I think it’s perfect timing to add a fourth division in bas- 
ketball,’ said Monson High School Principal Dr. Andrew 
Linkenhoker, who’s school is the basketball chair of District 
F. “All of the other sports will also be realigned this year 
depending on their enrollment.” 

The MIAA has eight Districts and each of them has a chair 
school for basketball. The principal and athletic director from 
each of those schools make up the basketball committee. 

The new realignment will be announced by the basketball 
committee sometime this fall. Each school will have the op- 
portunity to appeal the decision. 

“Because we’re adding a new division, some schools could 
be moved from Division 3 to Division 4. Some others could 


move from D1 to D2 and from D2 to D3. Every school will 
have the opportunity to appeal the decision,” Linkenhoker 
said. “Some other schools could be changing Districts and 
they’ll also have the chance to appeal the decision.” 

A few of the Central Mass. schools, whose basketball 
teams could be competing in Western Mass. in the future, 
are Tantasqua, Quabbin and Quaboag. 

“We’re trying to create an equal number of schools in all 
four divisions,” Linkenhoker added. “For example if you go 
purely by enrollment, there most likely wouldn’t be enough 
teams to field a Division 1 tournament. That’s why some 
schools will need to change districts.” 

Linkenhoker thinks Monson will be moving down to Divi- 
sion 4 next year. 

“I believe we’ll be one of the larger Division 4 schools,” 
he said. “It'll be very interesting to see how all of the other 
schools in Central and Western Mass. feel about it.” 

All of the girls and boys basketball teams who do get 
moved from Central to Western Mass. will be allowed to re- 
main in the same leagues that they’re playing in now. 

All six of the Western Mass. finals are currently played at 
the Curry Hicks Cage, which is located on the UMass Am- 
herst campus, usually on the second Saturday of March. The 
State Finals take place the following Saturday at the DCU 
Center in Worcester. 

“When we do add the new division, we probably won’t 
be able to play all of the District and state finals on the same 
day,” Linkenhoker said. “We’ll probably have to make it a 
two-day event. I enjoy going to all of those games now and 
it could become even better in the future.” 

If the new Division 4 plan doesn’t work out for some rea- 
son, it could be changed after four years.

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Preparing for the ‘back-to-school’ season 


REGION — While most children look for- 
ward to returning to school and seeing many 
of their friends and favorite teachers again, 
not every youngster is happy about the wan- 
ing days of summer and the impending new 
school year — especially those with a chronic 
illness to worry about or who might have 
been bullied the previous school year. 


Overcoming anxiety 

Anxiety on the first day of school isn’t a 
rarity and can often be prevented, whether it’s 
a kindergartener going to school for the first 
time, a freshman entering a new high school, 
or just all of the typical back-to-school wor- 
ries such as new classes and teachers, mak- 
ing new friends and being-accepted, getting 
used to a new schedule, and more. 

“The best thing a parent can do is to re- 
main positive and support their child. 

Find out their concerns, dispel or explain 
any misunderstandings, and provide reassur- 
ance. Let them know how proud you are and 
that you are there for them,” said pediatrician 
Dr. Matthew Sadof of Baystate Children’s 
Hospital. 

He noted some children can benefit from 
meeting their teacher and seeing their school 
beforehand. 


For children with chronic illness, child 


well visits and immunizations 
“Parents can ease their child’s fears about

getting sick at school by assuring them they 
have created an ‘action plan’ and shared it 
with school officials, which is designed to 
help prevent any aggravations of their illness 
and spells out exactly what to do should an 
emergency situation arise,” said Dr. Sadof, 
referring to such health action plans as those 
for asthma, food allergies, diabetes, seizures 
and other disorders. 

An action plan is an individualized man- 
agement plan developed in conjunction with 
the child’s pediatrician that can be shared 
with the school nurse, teachers and other ap- 
propriate school officials. General informa- 
tion should be included in the plan such as 
emergency contact names and phone num- 
bers, including contact names and phone 
numbers for your healthcare provider. The 
plan should also include disease specific in- 
formation that, for example, for a child with 
diabetes would include the timing of meals 
and snacks, instructions on how to admin- 
ister insulin, as well as blood sugar testing 
and other key information your pediatrician 
deems necessary. 

Especially for younger children, you will 
also need to make a list to share with the 
school of medications that must be given to 
your child during the day. The school should 
also be made aware of any special diet re- 
strictions your child is under. 

Dr. Sadof reminded parents to schedule a 
visit with their child’s pediatrician as early 
as possible, especially if they need an exam

REGION - Parents and drivers need to 
do their part to make sure the 2012-2013 
school year is a safe one for schoolchil- 
dren everywhere. 

“Each back-to-school season, it’s 
important for both parents and children 
to do their homework and remember to 
review safety,’ said Mandi Summers, 
co-coordinator of Safe Kids of Western 
Massachusetts, headquartered at Baystate 
Children’s Hospital. 

For kids who walk to school or to a bus 
stop, Safe Kids USA recommends that 
parents walk the route to school with stu- 
dents before the start of the new school 
year. They should assess any hazards and 
select a route with the least number of 
traffic crossings. Safe Kids safety experts 
suggest reminding kids to: 

e Cross the street with an adult until 
they are at least 10 years old. 

e Cross the street at corners, using traf- 
fic signals and crosswalks. 

e Never run out into the streets or cross 
in-between parked cars. 

Also, drivers are reminded to: 

e Slow down and be especially alert 
in residential neighborhoods and school 
zones. 

e Take extra time to look for kids at in- 
tersections, on medians and on curbs. 

e Enter and exit driveways and alleys 
slowly and carefully. 

e Watch for children on and near the 
road in the morning and after school 
hours. 

e Reduce any distractions inside your 
car, SO you can concentrate on the road 
and your surroundings. Put down your 
phone and don’t talk or text while driv- 
ing. 

Riding the bus to school brings its own 
safety prerogatives, too. 

Children need to be educated on the 
proper way to ride the bus by staying seat- 
ed, waiting to move until the bus comes 
to a complete stop, and making sure to 
behave while on the bus by not throwing 
objects and keeping their head and arms 
inside the bus at all times. 

“Many injuries occur when children 


are boarding or exiting a school bus be- 
cause of a blind spot that obstructs the 
driver’s view. Children should be told to 
cross at least 10 feet in front of the bus 
and to always exit from the front of the 
bus. They should also use the handrails to 
avoid falling,’ said Summers. 

“Children waiting for the bus or getting 
off the bus should be reminded to stay out 
of the street and avoid fooling around,’ 
she added. 

As for parents driving their child to 
school, they need to make sure he or she 
stays fastened by a functioning seat belt 
that is appropriate for their age. Also, 
children should be dropped off and picked 
up in a non-congested area as close to the 
school as possible so that they don’t have 
to cross the street. Always make sure 
they enter and leave the car on the curb 
side, and watch them until they enter the 
school building. 

“For children who are old enough to 
ride their bicycles to school, by law they 
must wear a helmet,’ said Summers, who 
noted children should not ride on the road 
without adult supervision until about the 
age of 10. 

In addition to being aware of the dan- 
gers associated with kids walking or driv- 
ing to school, parents should not forget 
that over two million children ages 14 
and under sustain injuries while in school 
each year, and in elementary schools 80 
percent of students will see a school nurse 
for an injury-related complaint over a 
two-year period. The most common sites 
of injury are on playgrounds, but the right 
equipment for a child’s age and soft sur- 
facing can help keep school playtime fun 
and safe. 

“Remember, children look to their 
parents as role models who at all times 
should exhibit safe behaviors that all chil- 
dren should follow,” said Summers.

“The doctor’s office tends to be very busy 
with appointments as back-to-school arrives. 
It’s also a good time to check with your 
child’s pediatrician that all immunizations 
are up-to-date,” said Dr. Sadof. 

“Also, keep in mind kids in pre-school and 
elementary school need flu vaccines. In fact, 
all children six months and older need flu 
vaccines,” he added. 


From waking up to having a good 
breakfast 
“As the first day of school nears, you will 
need to get your child’s sleep schedules back 
on track after allowing 
them to stay up 
later and sleep 


longer in the 
morning,’ said 
Dr. Sadof. 

To prepare for the big 


day, parents should start 
setting bedtimes earlier 
and earlier over a two- 
week period. Numerous studies have shown 
that lack of sleep affects a child’s school per- 
formance. In general, school-aged children 
need anywhere between 9 to 12 hours of 
sleep each night, he noted. 

Also, in the hustle and bustle of the school 
year beginning, don’t let your child leave 
home without a healthy breakfast. 

“How many times have you heard that 
breakfast is the most important meal of the 
day? It’s true, especially for kids,” said Nan- 
cy Anderson RD, a clinical dietitian in Food 
and Nutrition Services at Baystate Medical 
Center. 

According to the Academy of Nutrition 
and Dietetics, eating in the morning is essen- 
tial for children’s school performance and 
overall health. And, kids who eat 

breakfast tend to do better at school and 
maintain a healthier weight and cholesterol.

increasingly concerned about aggressive 
behaviors, which not only have physical ef- 
fects, but can take a toll on a child’s emo- 
tional health forever,’ said Dr. Sadof. 

One of the most important things a parent 
can do if their child is being bullied is to re- 
port the situation to a school leader. Parents 
should go in calmly with a list of the exact 
events and make sure to ask what the school 
is going to do to handle the problem. Ask 
school leaders about what they are doing 
to empower the bystanders — those children 
aware of the bullying, but who are not the 
victims themselves — to speak out in defense 
of a victim. 

“Encouraging 
speaking up is an im- 
portant effort schools

erating bullying,’ added Dr. Sadof. 


For the parents 

And, it’s not just the kids who can become 
anxiety-filled as school begins. For example, 
packing up and leaving home for freshmen 
year at college can be a life-changing experi- 
ence for many students, but it’s also a bit- 
tersweet time for parents, noted Dr. Barry 
Sarvet, vice chair, Department of Psychiatry, 
Baystate Medical Center. 

Sometimes referred to as “empty nest syn- 
drome,’ many parents experience a feeling 
of sadness and loss when one of their chil- 
dren comes of age and leaves home. And, if 
they are unprepared for this life-changing 
event, they may take it quite hard. 

“In addition to coping with the loss of the 
daily presence of one’s child, parents also 
find themselves re-evaluating their sense of 
identity, as well as contemplating their own 
mortality,” said Dr. Sarvet. 

The Baystate psychiatrist noted parents 
usually survive this difficult time without 
too much suffering, but in some cases may 
benefit from talking with a professional.
